One of the outstand¬ 
ing achievements of his career was 
his work in connection with the sur¬ 
render of Poundmaker, the Indian 
chief, and peace parleys which fol¬ 
lowed. 

Fr. Cochin joined the Oblate Order 
of priests when a young man in 
France, and following his ordination 
to the priesthood, came t(Y\ the 
northwest, taking up missionary 
work among the Indians-immediate¬ 
ly on his arrival.

In Canada sodiuhi sulphate, in the 
form of salt cake, finds its largest use 
in the pulp and paper industry, and 
is also employed in the metallurgical,' 
glass, dye, textile and other indus¬ 
tries. Elghty-tliree occurrences of 
natural deposits of sodium sulphate 
have been located lu Western Canada, 
'principally in Saskatchewan, and an 
Investigation of 21 of these by the 
Dominion Department of Mines shows 
the presence of over 115,000,000 tons 
of hydrous salts, mainly sodium sul¬ 
phate.

BRITISH UWYERS 

London.—Sir Robert L. Borden, 
former Prime Minister of Canada, 
▼as the guest^ of lionor at the Pil 
grims Club dinner on his appointment 
as Cedi Rhodes Lecturer at Oxford. 

In the course of his speech, Sir 
Robert extolled Rhodes, paid warm 
tribute to Carnegie and Rockefeller 
and foreshadowed the lime when all 
the British Dominions would, have 
their own representatives at Wash¬ 
ington. 

Sir Robert was among a company of 
“legal derelicts." lord Birkenhead 
said in describing the distinguished 
company—mostly lawyers like Hoi- 
den, Birkenhead and Reading—during 
his toast to the former Canadian 
prime minister. 

Lord Birkenhead’s witticisms on 
Sir Robert's career were interspersed 
with eulogies of his empire states¬ 
manship. He was unable to recall an 
occasion during the war, Lord Birk¬ 
enhead said, when Sir Robert’s wise 
counsel was not to the advantage of 
the Empire, while the fact that the 
Empire was enriched by the counsel, 
courage and intellectual help or Sir 
Robert and General Jan Christian 
Smuts, war time premier of South 
Africa, provided the last argument 
against talk of the degeneracy and 
dissolution of the Empire.

Insane Drivers 


Peculiar State of Affairs Reported 
From Detroit 

Toronto.—According to a special 
despatch to The Toronto Globe from 
Detroit, an investigation held 
by the safety traffic department of 
the Detroit Automobile Club disclosed 
the fact that one third of the inmates 
confined for insanity at St.- Joseph’s 
Retreat, Dearborn, hold automobile 
driver’s licenses. 

In a communication from the Dear¬ 
born chief of police to the Automobile 
Club, the official says that one In¬ 
mate of the asylum constantly drives 
his automobile at a speed in excess 
of 45 miles an hour, believing that at 
this speed his motor runs upon the 
power of a foreign Spirit.
